Instrument Which the Amateur Elec­ 
trician Will Want.

In M anchester the subway has now’ 
reached ft length of 7,386 feet, and is 
used exclusively for el#?#*trlc 
wires, 
which are contained In pipes carri**#! 
on irou buckets fastened to the walls. 
The cost was $39 per linear 
foot. 
O ther cities where the system has 
been built are Leeds, Nottingham anil 
St. Helens. The construction is paid 
for by the city, which charges sn an­ 
nual rental from the service com-

charges are based on the diam eter of 
the pipe, ranging from 60 rent© for

bridge in M assachusetts. 
The new bridge, while not so long 
as H arvard bridge by some 200 feet, is 
of greater m assiveness and solitiUy. 
The length over all, including the ai>* 
proaches, is 3.700 
feet; 
subtracting 
th** spar** taken up by the approaches, 
th** length of the bridge proper ie 
1.800 feet, and its width 105 feet. The 
arch of the bridge is divided into l l 
spans, varying in length. 
The largo 
center span, through span, which is 
188.5 feet long, down to tlios*? on each 
end, which are 101.5 feet in length. 
I The large center span, through which 
all vessels pass, has a headway of 26 
t>*#»t at high tide for a space 50 feet 
iu width, thus allowing tugs, barge© 
and vessels with “telescoi**” m asts to 
pass through easily. 
The center span, with Its four m as­ 
sive tow ers of granite, is a new de­ 
parture in bridge building, and like 
all new 
things, these tow ers 
have 
been freely criticized from an archi­ 
tectural standpoint. 
The bridge is, 
however, as Mr. Jackson, the engineer, 
puts it. un ”cngin*»er’8 bridge.” 
Each of the granite centerpieces is 
elaborately carved. 
On the Boston 
side is the city seal on both inner and 
outer face, while the seal of Cambridg© 
is carved on the faces of the Cam ­ 
bridge siil«? of the-center span. 
The two stone abutm ents are hol­ 
low, a construction which greatly les- 


J sens the weight of the structure. 
In 
fact, from end to end the bridge has 
been built with a view above all to 
strength and durability, as far us this 
did not 
detract 
frtnn architectural 
standards. The cost of the bridge 
am ounted to a little over $2,500,000. 
The old W est Boston bridge, which 
was tom down to be replaced by tho 
new one. was a landm ark of consider 
able historical interest. 
In the latte r 
part #>f the eighteenth century a com­ 
pany 
was 
incorp*?rated. 
which, 
on 
March 9. 1792, was em low ered by an 
act approved by John 
Hancock to 
build a bridge from Boston at a point 
near the p**sthouse, so-called, lo Pel­ 
ham 's island. Cambridge. 
Tho bridge 
was begun in the sum m er of 1792. and 
on Nov. 23, 1793, was opened for traf­ 
fic. 
The structure was wooden, 46 
feet in width—“a plank bridge on 
pine piles, which were soon destroyed 
by worms, and were replaced by oak 
as fast as was consistent with econ­ 
omy and prudence.” 
The cost was £23,000, paid for by 
tolls, wMch 
were collected for 4(1 
years.

The Oklahoma constitution, under 


the provisions of the 
enabling act, 


which permitted a vote on the ques- 
tion of statehood, must be endorsed 
by the president before the new state 
can be admitted to the Union. 
It is 


possible that the president will reject 
the constitution anil therefore deny 
statehood to the two territories; but 
It Is certain that some higher .motive 
will prompt such executive action than 
the mere fact that Oklahoma elected 
to democratic state ticket and sent 
.three or. four democrats to congress 
In the election last Tuesday. 


The Oklahoma republicans who as- 


sume that the constitution will not 
receive endorsement at 
the 
White 


House because it would admit a demo- 
cratic state to the Union are making 
themselves rediculous iu the eyes of 
the country. The president's duty is 
-a judicial one. The limitations of his 
jK>wers in the acceptance or rejection 
of the instrument are limited to two 
-distinct propositions—a determination 
of the constitution's compliance with 
tie enablius act passed by congress, 
and the harmony of its provisions with 
-toe federal constitution. 


Secretary Tat't iu his speech in Ok- 


lahoma City made the president's posi- 
tion clear. For this reason he warned 
the voters against the defects in their 
constitution as they affected the clti- 
*ens of the state. These detects may. 
t>e apparent to the president and yet 
.prove no bar to his approval of the 
document as a whole. 


Statehood is not to be denied Ok- 


lahoma for political reasons. The de- 
feated politicians who take comfort 
Jn Jhat assumption will be doomed to 
disappointment. 
If they can present 


no more tangible excuse for the re- 
jection of the constitution than that 
the state gave a democratic majority 
cr that the beer interests are displeased 


with the adoption of prohibition. Ok- 


lahoma is certain to realize its hopes 
for immediate statehood.—Kansas City 
Star.

Kite-flying la one" of the best out- 


door amusements that a boy could 
have; Indeed, we know a good many 
men that enjoy it as much as they did 
when they were young.

There Is a fas 
clnatlon about It that Is not easily de- 
scribed.

System of Subways for City Pipes and 


Wires. 


European cities arc making great 


headway in the construction of sub- 
ways beneath the streets to contain 
not,only electric wires for light, pow- 
er'and communication, but also for 
the gas and water pipes. In London 
a subway for these utilities is now 
built whenever a new street is au- 
thorized. 
Some of the London sub- 


ways are as large as seven feet high 
by 12 feet wide; there are already 
seven miles. oC these pipe subways. 


In Manchester the subway lias now 


reached ft length of 7,386 feet, and is 
used exclusively for electric wires, 
which are contained in pipes carried 
on iron buckets fastened to the walls. 
Tho cost was.. $39 per linear 
foot. 


''Other cities where the system has 
been built are Leeds, Nottingham and 
St. Helens. The construction Is paid 
for by the city, which charges an an- 
nual rental from the service com 
panies, which more than pays the In- 
terest on the 
cost. These 
annual 


charges are based on the diameter of 
the pipe, ranging from 60 cent* 
three-Inch diameter or less 
un 
to 


I12.BO for 36-inch per foot for water or 
gas. 
For other companies the rate 


Is much higher, being $6.60 for three 
inch .pipes and $20 for IS Inch per 
,300 feet.

day. that the flrst stroke of work wae 
done which was to yield the best 
bridge in Massachusetts. 


The new bridge, while not so lone 


as Harvard bridge by some. 200 feet. Is 
of greater musslveness and - solidity - 
The length over all, Includlnc the ap- 
proaches, is 5,700 feet; subtracting 
the space taken up by the approaches, 
the length of tho bridge proper Is 
1,800 feet, and its width 105 feet. The 
arch of the bridge Is divided into 11 
spans, varying In length. The largo 
center span, through span, which is 
188.6 feet long, down to those on each 
ud, which are 101.5 feet In lenfgth. 
The large center span, through which 


11 vessels pass, has a headway ot 26 
set at high tide for a space. 60 .feet 
u width, thus allowing tugs, barges 
nd vessels with "telescope" masts to 
puss through easily. 


The center span, with Its four mas- 


sive towers of granite, is a new de- 
parture In bridge building, and like 
Jl new things, these towers 
have 


>een freely criticized from an archi- 
tectural standpoint. The bridge Is. 
however, as Mr. Jackson, the engineer, 
mts it, on "engineer's bridge." 


Each of the granite centerpieces Is 


elaborately carved. On the Boston 
side Is the city seal on both Inner and 
outer face, while the seal of Cambridge 
Is carved on the faces ot the Cam- 
bridge side of the-center span. 


The two stone abutments are hol- 


low, a construction which greatly les- 
sens the weight of the structure. In 
fact, from end to end the bridge ha» 
been built with ft view above all to 
strength and durability, as far as thla 
did not detract from architectural 
standards. The cost of tbe bridge 
amounted to a little over $8,500,000. 


The old West Boston bridge, which 


was torn down to be replaced by tha 
new one, was a landmark of consider 
able historical Interest. In the latter- 
part of the eighteenth century a con-., 
pany was Incorporated, which, on 
March 9, 1782, was empowered by an 
act approved by John Hancock to 
build a bridge from Boston at a point 
near tbe pesthouse. so-called, to Pel- 
ham's Island. Cambridge. The bridge 
was begun in the summer of 1792, and 
on Nov. 83. 1793. was opened for traf- 
fic, 
feet

The structure was wooden, <» 
In width—"a plank bridge on 


pine piles, which were soon destroyed 
by worms, and were replaced by oak 
as fast as waa consistent with econ- 
omy and prudence." 


The cost was £11,000. paid for by 


tolls, wrlch were collected .tat 40 
yean.

A QOOD KITE. 


Mak* th« On* You Fly and Yo» Will 


Take Pride In It. 


Kite-flylns Is one of the beat out- 


door amusements that a boy oould 
have: Indeed, we know a good many 
men that enjoy ft as much as they did 
when they were young. The writer ol 
tills is one of them. There Is * tag. 
ctnatlon about It that Is not easily d» 
scribed. City boys have little chance 
to Indulge In the sport, except when 
they go to the country or the seashore 
during vacation, but those that live to 
the suburbs, or. In.places where-U»e> 
may conveniently reach the open flews, 
ought all to have their kites. 


Fancy designs of all kinds are sold 


In the shops, but if a boy wishes to 
have all the fun there Is In the sport 
he ought to make his own kite. Be 
sides. It will give htm better service. 


The accompanying cut shows how 


a good flyer may 'be made. Out o> 
some straight-grained, light Wood- 
cedar preferred—make four " sticks, 
abont one-eighth ot an inch In thick 
n«ss. Let two ot them !>• it inches In 
length; one 171,4 inches, anuNthe other 
13%'Inches.' Place them as shown in 
the picture, and tack them firmly 
where they cross. Cut little notches 
at tbe ends of tbe slicks, and put s 
string around the whole frame, mak 
lag It taut and tying It so that it will 
not slip. 


Now cut out a piece of very thin 


manlla paper—tissue paper would do, 
but thin manlla is more serviceable— 
one inch larger, all around, than the 
frame, and paste the edge over the 
string. Make a small hole In the end 
of the sticks,at A. B, C. O, E, aad F, 
arid put-in a string loosely from'A to 
P. from B to S. and from C to D. Make 
a string loop from 1-Ho F, to which the 
tail ot the kite Is to be attached. The 
strings must come through to the pa- 
per side ot tlie kite, not the stick side. 


The cord by which you are to fly the 


kite should be attached where the 
strings cross each other; do thla with

a loose,knot enclosing all the airings. 
For the tail, explains Chicago News. 
use a strip of muslin about one Inch in 
width and IS feet in length and attach 
ten bobs made of paper rolled up. If 
the kite should dive, add more tall 
until it sails steadily.

waya are as large as seven feet high

In Manchester the subway lias now 


reached A length of 7,386 feet, and Is 
used exclusively for electric wires.

ONE IMMORTALIZED BV LONG- 


FELLOW REPLACED BV NEW. 


Massive Granite Structure at Cam- 


bridge Which Takes the .Place 


of One on Which the Poet 


Stood at Midnight. 


Cutild the spirit of Longfellow re- 


turn It perhaps would be disquieted by 
the disappearance of the old bridge 
where tho iioet loved to linger in the 
still hours of the night and watch the 


One of the Towers of the New Brldga. 


ebb and flow of the tide and listen to 
the rlppiing of the waters, fur the old 
structure which Was Immdrtallsed In 
tbe poem has given -place to a modern 
structure of massive granite which 
has just.been dedicated by the people 
ot Cambridge, Man. The new bridge, 
with Its towers and abutment*. Its 
arches and ita piers, bears little re- 
semblance to the historic old West 
Boston bridle, whose place It takes. 


It was seven years ago, almost to • 


day. that the Bret stroke of work wae 
aone which was to yield the best 
bridge in Massachusetts. 


The new bridge, while not so long 


as Harvard bridge by some. 200 feet, is 
of Creator musslveness and • snlldlty- 
The length over all, including the ap- 
proaches, is 3,700 feet; subtracting 
the space taken up by the approaches, 
the length of tho bridge proper Is 
1,800 feet, and its width 105 feet. Th« 
arch of the bridge Is divided into 11 
spans, varying in length. The largo 
center span, through span, which is 
188.5 feet long, down to those on each 
end, which are 101.5 feet tn len'gth. 
The large center span, through which 
all vessels pass, has a headway ot 26 
feet at high tide for « space. 60 feet 
in width, thus allowing tugs, barges 
and vessels with "telescope" masts to 
puss through easily. 


The center span, with Its four mas- 


sive towers of granite, Is a new de- 
parture In bridge building, and like 
ail new things, these towers have 
been freely criticized from an archi- 
tectural standpoint. The bridge Is, 
however, as Mr. Jackson, the engineer, 
puts It, an "engineer's bridge." 


Bach of the granite centerpieces la 


elaborately carved. On the Boston 
side Is the city seal on both Inner and 
outer face, wulle the seal of Cambridge) 
Is carved on the faces ot the Cam- 
bridge1 side of th«-center span. 


The two stone abutments are hol- 


low, a construction which greatly lett- 
scns the weight of tbe structure. In 
fact, from end to end the bridge ban 
been built with n view above all to 
strength and durability, as far as thla 
did not detract from architectural 
standards. The cost of the bridge 
amounted to a little over f2,500,000. 


The old West Boston bridge, which 


was torn down to be replaced by tbe 
new one, was a landmark ot consider 
able historical interest. In the latter- 
part of the eighteenth century a co'av 
pany was Incorporated, which, on 
March 9, 1782, was empowered by aa 
act approved by John Hancock to 
build a bridge from Boston at a point 
near the pesthouse. so-called, to Pel- 
ham's Island. Cambridge. The bridge 
was begun in tbe summer of 1792. and 
on Nov. 23, 1793, was opened for traf- 
fic. 
The structure was wooden, <» 


feet in width—"a plank bridge on 
pine piles, which were soon destroyed 
by worms, and were replaced by oak 
aa fast aa waa consistent with econ- 
omy and prudence." 


The cost was £11,000. paid tar by 
tolls, wrlch were collected -tat « 
yean. 
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
